1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
1 22(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a, e) as being anticipated 
by Scholten et al US Patent 6,505,643. 

Scholten has disclosed the invention as claimed showing a throttle body 
(10) with an intake passage (24), a first space (30) for a motor, and a second 
space (the space enclosed by member 50) connected to the first space (30). 
The second space is adjacent the intake passage (24) through a wall member 
(40). 

With regards to claims 2-3, 10-11, 18-19, the wall portion (40) is in close 
vicinity to the throttle valve (22). 

With regard to claims 6-8, 14-16, bearings (46) support the throttle valve.
